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CHAPLAIN TO KING GEORGE 
ADDRESSES J1ANADIAN CLUB 

Forty Years' Work in Close Contact With All Classes of 
Men— Has Great Confidence in the Future— An Op- 
timist-Speaks Highly of Virtues of Female Sex. 



'I believe it right to look forward 
with hope and confidence, to strive to 
achieve something worth while in the 
interest of, humanity, and then to leave 
the rest in the hands of God. - ' So 
spoke the Very Rev. Albert Baillic, 
Dean of Windsor, Chaplain to Hi- 
Majesty the King, before the MeGill 
Canadian Club at the R.V.C. yester- 
day. 

Facing an audience that rilled the 
Convocation Hall to the doors, wear- 
ing the regulation black gaiters, the 
Dean of Windsor was a pleasing per- 
sonality. His broad shoulders and 
massive forehead, surmounted by a 
head sparsely covered with long grey 
locks, combined to give one the im- 
pression that the speaker was far above 
the average physically as well as men- 
tally. 

The Deon was introduced 'by K. K. 
Jones, president of the Club, who said 
that the King's Chaplain was a very 
distinguished student in his youth. 
The Dean laughingly took exception to 
this statement and said that he was 
not so very much noted for his accom- 
plishments in his student days. "I 
propose to tell you of some of the 
things an ordinary man can learn about 
life from every-day experience." For 
this task he is eminently suited, with- 
out doubt, for his work has brought 
him into close contact with miners, 
criminals, industrial workers, in fact 
men of every class and creed, from the 
lowest to the highest. 

" I am reported to be an anti-fcm- 
iniit," he said, "but this is not true. 
1 do know however that woman re- 
mains to me a great mystery. I mean 
by that I have never been able to ac- 
quire their good qualities. 1 sec a type 
of greatness and ability of mind in 
them that proves them to be in many 
ways far superior to men." He spoke 
highly of the influence ior the good 
that his mother and his wife have had 
upon him. "The world would be very 
much better today if the qualities of 
men and women corresponded more 
closely." 

Turning from the subject of femin 
ism he said he felt better fitted to 
speak on the problems of men, having 
had forty years' experience in very 
close touch with the various classes of 
the male -sex. "All my experience 
makes mc feel there is an almost un- 
fathomable mystery in human nature." 
ft appeared to be his contention that 
too much stress is being laid on the 
value of intellect at times. "1 believe 
the great fault of the end of the 19th 
century was the over-estimation of the 
importance of brains." His statement 
that 'brains are not the most important 
thing" much have echoed the senti- 
ments of the student audience judging 
by the hearty applause that followed. 
"You know the extraordinary charm of 
a garden on a hot summer's evening, 
the intoxicating perfumes emanating 
from the flowers. Von cannot define 
it intellectually. A scientist may de- 
fine the cause of the perfumes but he 
cannot give you a definition that will 
enable you to smell the remarkable 
perfumes." 

The Dean dwelt at some, length on 
that undetinablc attribute of human be- 
ing* called personality. "You cannot 
know another person by your intellect, 
you cannot even describe another per- 
son by your intellect. It is a different 
v set of powers that enables us to know 
others." 

Commenting on education, he said: 
"If you want to educate a person you 
must know that individual thorough 
ly." The wide study of child psychol- 
ogy and the numerous books that have 
been written on the subject are based 
on this assumption. "1 studied the 
subject of child psychology very hard 
but found that every child was an ex- 
ception. Every person is unique, there- 
fore it is impossible to have a srience 
which will enable you to know people. 
The real inner person cannot be known 
by the intellect." 

The two words, faith and love, the 
Dean thinks, are greatly misused. The 
French author, Dumas, wrote, "Love, 
is the most selfish of all passions." 
Dumas did not mean love, he meant 
lust, a totally different thing. Refer- 
ring to the loose use of terms in evi- 
dence so much today Rev. Baillic said: 
"One should be very' careful to keep 
definitions right on the subject. The 
loose use of terms is the way we have 
of encouraging ourselves from think- 
ing:" 

"The word love means that peculiar 
quality which begins to come into play 
when we have ceased to think about 
ourselves. That is the reason why 
mothers, and sometimes fathers, gain 
such a marvellous insight into the 
qualities of their children." The Dean

of Windsor thinks that it is the love 
parents bear for their offspring that en- 
ables them to estimate their true 
worth. As opposed to this method of 
valuating character he said, "If you 
approach an individual intellectually 
your opinion of him is based on his 
faults, and there is nothing in the 
world so easy as knowing our neigh- 
bour's faults. If you can care for even 
the most commonplace people enough 
to love them, yon estimate their true 
worth and can find real virtue there. 
It is partly because we judge ourselves 
intellectually that we arc always inclin- 
ed to think ourselves commonplace." 

Instances were cited of the manner 
in which young men used to come to 
this eminent man for advice. "A young 
man will not really talk- without re- 
serve until after eleven o'clock at 
night. He will then talk until he for- 
gets himself and tells all his troubles." 
The story was told of a young soldier 
who during his military career climb- 
ed up to a creditable position in so- 
ciety. The soldier came to the Dean 
of Windsor and told him frankly how 
his father had made life miserable for 
him and his mother. After a heart-to- 
heart talk with the Dean the" young 
man decided to go back to an unpleas- 
ant home environment and try to help 
his father to change his morose char- 
acter. This Rev. Baillic called "abso- 
lute heroism" and " true originality." 

The chaplain to the King is very op- 
timistic for the future. He thinks 
there is good reason in looking for- 
ward with a spirit of hope and con- 
fidence. 

To give assurance that his presence 
at the University and his fine address 
were thoroughly appreciated, a hearty 
vote of thanks to the Very Rev. Albert 
Baillic was moved by the students.

A series of exceedingly interesting 
meetings of the Sigma Xi Society for 
the promotion of Scientific Research was 
inaugurated last night with three fine pa- 
pers, varying greatly in their subjects. 
The speakers of the evening were Doc 
tor Elicits, Professor MacKay, and Doc- 
tor Abinovitch. 

Due to the enforced absence of Dr 
Chipman, the president, Dr. Eve, the 
vice-president, took the chair, a.nd an- 
nounced to an encouragingly large audi- 
ence of members and' nofumcmbcrs the 
object of the meeting. 

It is the intention of the Society lo 
have frequent meetings of this nature in 
order to keep the scientific body of Me- 
Gill, and the graduate members of the 
Society properly informed as to the pro- 
gress of scientific research. Dr. Eve 
pointed out that MeGill lacked a proper 
scientific publication, which fulfilled this 
requirement, and expressed the hope that 
this would be Corrected in the near fu- 
ture. 

The first speaker of the evening was 
Uoctor.E. M< Eberts, the eminent sur- 
geon of the Montreal General Hospital. 
Dr. Eberts' subject was a review of 
metabolism, with particular attention to 
the action of the thyroid gland. Has re- 
marks were based largely on the results 
of investigations into this subject and 
the treatment of goitre, which is caused 
by improper operation of this gland, 
which have been carried on in Montreal 
by himself and others. 

Metabolism, -Dr- Eberts explained, was 
the study of the bodily use of qxygen 
food, and the bodily excretions. Inves- 
tigation of this subject has been going 
on since Lavoisier's time, and ha6 been 
advanced recently to a great degree by 
the discovery that tyroid secretion, col- 
loid, is composed lo some extent of 
iodine, and that consequently an in- 
crease or decrease beyond normal of the 
amount of this clement causes serious 
diseases, the most manifest being goitre. 
There arc two forms of this disease, 
namely, cxothalmic and eudothcrmic 
goitre. The former is caused by an in- 
crease of the "rest cells" contained in the 
thyroid gland, and the consequent re- 
striction of the colloid material. It is 
almost always curable by the administra- 
tion of iodine. The other form, eudo- 
thcrmic goitre, is caused by an opposite 
action, namely, the increased storage of 
colloid. This form is usually cured by 
rest, and X-rays. 

The effect of goitre is a swelling in 
the throat, which impedes Lite action of 
the wind-pipe, a stiffness and lack of 
control of the muscles of the forehead, 
improper focussing of the eyes, and in- 
ability to control the limb movements. 

In many cases the swelling is removed 
surgically, local anaesthesia only being 
necessary. 

Since the introduction of these treat- 
ments the death rate due to this disease 
has been reduced to one per cent. 

Doctor Eberts had a collection of very 
excellent slides showing views of goitre 
cases, and further supplemented his re 
marks by a tabulation which showed the 
average rate of use of oxygen. 

The next speaker was Professor Mac 
Kay. He explained that his subject was 
a report of engineering research, particu 
larjy in MeGill. Professor MacKay 
stated that as the chairman had limited 
his allotted time to half an hour, he 
could do no more than mention the ad 
vancc5 that had been made in the differ- 
ent brandies of science. He reviewed 
the five departments of engineering, min- 
ing, metallurgy, electrical, mechanical and 
civil engineering. In the field of mining, 
the principal subjects treated of late, have 
been : Investigation of the coal resources 
of Canada, resulting in the definite lo- 
cation of six large deposits ; the . inves- 
tigation of spontaneous combustion, with 
a view lo finding the best methods of 
coal storage; industrial seismology, that 
is, the study of Hie vcrbratofy. effects of 
traffic, etc.; rork crushing and ore 
dressing, especially a possible new treat- 
ment of gold ores, whereby the heaviest 
material, paradoxically, is vauscd lo fisc 
to the top of a solution, while the 
lighter materials sink to the bottom 

The principal attention ot the metallur- 
gical researches has been given to the 
development of the el-ectric furnace, and 
an attempt to- reduce iron below the 
temperature of fusion-. 

In the electrical department, work has 
been .done, also on- power transmission- 
It is desired to increase- the distanc to

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"Intuition is knowledge at a dis- 
tance; it bears the same relation to 
intelligence that vision bears lo touch," 
said Dr. .1. W. A. Hickson al a meet- 
ing of the Philosophical Society in 
Slrathcona Hall last evening, when he 
spoke on 'Intuition in Modern Philos- 
ophy." A small but appreciative aud- 
ience greeted the speaker after the I 
reading and acceptance of the minutes, 
and the introduction of Dr. Hickson 
by Wilkinson, the president of the So- 
ciety. 

The first point with which the 
speaker dealt was the fact that intui- 
tion has been used in a variety ol 
senses. Tt has been opposed to intel- 
ligence and reason because of the fact 
that it arises spontaneously, and it 
has been taken as forming a psycho- 
logical basis; it has also been taken in 
the sense of immediate perception, as 
being something concrete and individ- 
ual. 

Kant used the term intuition to cover 
what we mean by sense perception 
while Bergson said that one's own per- 
sonality is known by intuition. The 
view of it signifying spontaneous de- 
cision or insight is perhaps the most 
popular. Descartes and Poincare con- 
sidered that intuition involves a 
thought totality being manifested to 
conscience — spontaneous insight of 
which no account can be given. 

There arc three meanings of the 
term intuition which may be taken: 
First, an indirect and immediate sclf- 
pcrception; second, that it is -almost 
synonymous with reasoning; third, 
that it is metaphysical when science 
and metaphysics are displayed. 

Dr. Hickson then digressed briefly 
and spoke on the methods of learning 
anything. He said that, in order to 
learn anylhing, we may cither move 
around an object or we may go into it; 
the first is called the relative method, 
and the second the absolute. He went 
on to say that tht assumption has 
been made that active intuition is that 
to know an object one must become it. 

The question is whether Bergson'* 
conception of intuition displays super- 
iority over knowledge in seeking after 
knowledge, or whether it displays in- 
fallibility. The one reality seen by 
intuition is one's own persona-lily. The 
lecturer stated that human parents of- 
ten have absurd intuition in regard lo 
their children. They believe them to 
be coming musicians, scientists, physi- 
cians, etc., and are often disappointed. 
Thus intuition has the quality of ir- 
resistibility which is not present in 
logic. 

Dr. Hickson gave an instance of the 
methods of intuitionists; it comes from 
insect life for information on which 
Bergson refers to questionable authori- 
ties. Bergson referred to the case, of 
wasps which sting caterpillars at cer- 
tain nerve centres to paralyze without 
killing them so that they may be pre- 
served as food for their larvae; he 
claims that this is a case of intuition. 
But strangely enough, it has been dis- 
covered that many caterpillars actually 
are killed: also, it has been found that 
this food. is. just as good putrescent as 
frrsh. 

The speaker's conclusion was that 
intuition's use is to indicate a source 
or species of knowledge, and it often 
suggests a knowledge or source , of 
knowledge while it really is a problem. 

There was considerable discussion 
following the address, in which. Dr. 
Tait. Mr. de S.ilva, O.tto Kleineberg, J. 
A. Taylor and several others took part. 
Dr. Hickson very willingly answered 
the questions put to him, and often en- 
larged upon the answers. Then Otto 
Kleineberg moved a vote of apprecia- 
tion to the speakers, which was" sec- 
onded by A. R. Stone, and was receiv- 
ed with hearty applause. Wilkinson 
declared the meeting adjourned after 
intimating that the next meeting will 
take place after the 20th of March, at 
which Kleineberg will give a paper on 
"Superstition,"

Gourlay, in his paper on Caricton. cov- 
ered the complete jicriod of tin- illus 
trions statesman and soldier's career and 
the events in which he took so noble 
part. The storming of Quebec when 
Caricton was quartcrmasler-gencnl an 
doing work of a confidential nature, the 
battle of the Plains of Abraham, after 
which he returned to England until 1766,

He did not attempt to An 
glicanize the country, but followed the 
sane policy of trying to let the French 
develop along their own lines with tl 
own customs, laws and language 

In 1776 the Americans were very dis 
pleased when they saw that Canada was 
not joining them as a fourteenth colony. 
During die American invasion which fol- 
lowed Caricton acquitted himself cleverly 
and worthily, and saved Canada for the 
Empire 

Carleton's quarrel with Germain, and 
the materialization of the Constitutiona 
Act rn 1791 weir, explained by the 
ipcaker- "This Act gave to each prov- 
ince a separate parliament with a com- 
mon parliament over ail]. Simcoc, the 
founder of Onrarw, was interested Jarge- 
ly in his own civil and military law, and 
ignored any superior head, even a gover- 
nor like Caricton." Unrest occurred be- 
tween them both as the former carried 
on independently of the governor, and 
not in entire harmony with the welfare 
of the provinces as a whole. They ul- 
timately quarrelled, and Caricton Tctircd 
from Canada. "If he had stayed longer 
he would have developed the much need- 
ed and better harmony between the two 
tongues." Eut nevertheless, he left Can- 
ada as the great father and maker of 
Ihe country. The last twelve years of 
is life were spent in England, where he 
lied in 1808. 

L, C. Tombs' paper on Simcoc brought 
out the fact "that in spite of all his 
faults he lived up to the best British tra- 
ditions, and his family motto of "Non 
Sibj Scd Patriae' might well be applied 
to this first Lt.-Gov. of Upper Can- 
ada." 

John Simcoc was born in 1752, and 
iiided in America with the 35th Regi- 
ment in time to hear the roar of the 
guns of Bunker Hill, and for the next 
■ix years he was to expend both blood 
and gold on behalf of the British cause 
i America. 

In 1791 he took up the rcsponsibili- 
ics, if not the actual duties of the of- 
fice of Lieutenant-Governor of Upper 
Canada. His salary was .£2,000. and 
lis high mjudedness is shown by his 
ffcr to provide for a. bishop with 
£500 out of this income." His recom- 
mendations lo ithc Secretary for the Col- 
onics included lipiseopal and military 
itablishments,' constant supply of gov- 
ernment stores to be sold at cost price, 
copper coinage, a public library and en- 
couragement of agriculture in Upper 
Canada, 

In 179.1 he opened the first govern- 
ment house in the little town of Niagara 
under a constitution which be firmly 
believed to be "the most excellent that 
was ever bestowed upon a colony." The 
sessions of this legislature and a descrip- 
tion of their varied Acts were fully and 
ably described by the speaker, who also 
Iwclt on the untiring efforts of this il- 
ustrious governor to carry out the dif- 
ficult task of maintaining the new pro- 
vince of Upper Canada. 

Dr. Fryer and Dr. Waugh then re- 
vfewed, in a general way, the two pa- 
pers and complimented the speakers on 
their presentation of the subjects.

In 
this connection, work -successful in pari 
has been done on the increasing Of 
llic resistivity of insulators, and a sub- 
titulc for copper transmission wire has 
been found, namely, an alloy of cadmium, 
pper and bronze. This alloy is hrt- 
'er than copper in many ways, and is 



used extensively') particularly in trolley 
wires. 

Mechanical engineers have been cudea- 
couring to substitute water cooling for 
air cooliny in 'Irani engines, and their 
rcscarchcs have been attended with suc- 
cess, insofar as stationary engines are 
concerned. The me of runners instead 
of wheels for aeroplanes has been suc- 
ccs fully tried, this method bring very 
largely used now. In thjs connection. 
Doctor lùc, at the conclusion of the pa- 
per told of a party of American aviators 
who recently paid a visit to Western 
Canada. They had been advised by the 
Canadian aviation authorities lo use skits 
instead of wheels.. They however disre- 
garded tli:-' advice, and same equipped 
with wheels. The result was that they 
lauded in three feet of snow and turned 
turtle, fortunately without accident to 
themselves, T'nry remarked, piiilosophi- 
ally: "Well, we learn something everv 
day." 

Work hail also been done on friction 
n lubricated surfaces. 

In Civil Engineering, some of the 
ititstanding work was that done in con- 



nection with the Quebec Bridge. Owing 
to the excellent instruments available to 
this department, research had .been car- 
ried to a higii ilegice of accuracy. Pro 
fessor MacKay slated ib.it vcrj good 
work bad been done in this field |,v 
.Mr. lamb. 

The last speaker was Dr. Abinovitch. 
of the Montreal General Hospital. Dr. 
Abinovitch's subject was tin- investiga- 
tion and cine of diabetes. 

Diabetes i-> a disease caused by an in- 
ability on ilir l' u t of llic Ixidy to u-,- 
sugar in the amount supplied. This 
over or under production of sugar 
largely controlled by the thyroid gland. 
In recent years, fatalities c.uncd by tlii, 
disrase ha. I •.greatly decreased, hut ilir 
number of cases of ii had increased 
alarmingly, and if it were to continue 
al the preseni rale f,.,r a period of -10 
years. Ihe disease would account lor a 
very high percentage of mortality. 

Sugar, Dr. Abinovitch continued, can 
be used by Ilir muscles and the liver. 
If there is an abnormal increase in the 
excretion of sugar, a large amount of 
heat is lost by the body. 



This is attended by loss of weight anî 
general depletion of Ihe bodily resources. 
Death is caused by the accumulation of 
arid i n tl,,. s, stem which results from 
loss of sugar. The former method of 
treatment by starvation has been replac- 
ed by ;he u-e of ;i product of the pan- 
creatic gland. This substance is call- 
ed "Insulin" as it is obtained from the. 
"Islands of Ungerhaus" — a part of 
the pain- -as. At the present day, dia- 
betes is treated by the regulation of the 
diet, and the treatment is greatly assisted 
by the use of Insulin. 

Insulin while, not bring itself a per- 
manent cure is serviceable in that ap- 
plication of it. to a person affects, t cm . 
porarily, the control of sugir consump- 
tion. It has lo be administered from time 
to lime, and in many cases permits the 
patient lo keep a hold onto life until 
subsidiary treatment can effect a cure. 

Doctor Eve. thiuikcd the speakers at 
the conclusion of Ibis paper. He stated 
that non-members arc welcome at these 
addresses. The audience was then in- 
vited to go up to the second floor, where 
refreshments were served. 
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
